"Well, I had rather sell them poor, and
let thc other feller do the feeding. be¬
cause I can nlwavs sell my fec-d." I
then bought the filly for $65. also,
bought two tnns of clover had for $28.
*H per t<Mi.nnd flfty husliels of oats
for 35 cfents per busheX the feed and
horso to* bo delivered at the above
stated prices. Thus I paid a total of
$110.56 Tor tho horse and feed. I kept
tho filly only thlrty days, in whlch
tlme sho eat less than nlnetcen bushels
of baits (l gave her all sho would eat
clean), 300 pounds of bay. or about ten
pounds of hay per day; entire cost of
feed eaten by the flllv whlle she was
ln my Brablo less than $8.70 ..during
tho month, and her -groomlng' cost
abbtlt $2.60. The animal Improved so
much durlng tho thlrty daya that a
ncighbor of the party from whom I
bought her offered mo "150 for the
sald filly nl tho end of tho monlh, and
when 1 told hlm that I would tako $175
for her, he at oncti bought ber, paying
mo the .cash. Now. whon you considor
that I had 3,700 pounds of the hay and
thlrty-one bushels of the oats left af¬
ter I had sold tho animal, you wlll
ugreo wlth me whon 1 tell you that It
paya a farmer, and pays hlm wen, to
convort hls feed lnto good horseflcsh
before he sells It.
Some men wlll feed oattle all winter,

glve them good grass all summer, and
keep up thls practlce for three years,
and sell tho stcer for "50. thinklng he
hns mudo money (moro thnn he could
in any other way on tlio .farm). How¬
ever, I tell you, if tlu. samo attentlon
and food Is given to a well-bred colt;
sny a draft horse, as thls particularl
breod can^often bo sold at three years
of age. even before they arn broken
(brlnging $150 each), nnd when woll
bred, and a partlcularly good indi-
vidual $200 or more, just ns easy, and
at no more cost tothe farmer tliau
thc stcc-r whlch brought tlie $50 nt the
ago of threo years, yo^i can seo how IL
PUVH.
Undoubtedly tho horse. Industry of

thls State, from the stnndpulnt of tho
farmer, is to-dny. tho best paying in¬
dustry thnt a farmer can devote hls
tlmo to, and at tho same time only
breed tho klnd and number of horses
whlch ho can feed well and uso dally'ln runnlng tho farm, or attendlng to
such business as requirea tlie uso of
theso anlmals.
Allow mo to say that too many

farmors aro trylng to breed ,racehorses, or somo other brood, whlch Uhey
not only cannot uso on the farm, but
really do not want to try to dovolop
aftor they reach tho ago of onor year.
The thoroughbred colt if bred along
cortuin llnes,_and properly fed and
cared for, ls prnfitnble, lf sold at tho
ago of ono ycar-*-Captnln Ilnncock has
mudo money nt thls buslness, but he
Ilrst loarncd the business and then
mudo U pay. Ho studied blood llnes,
ns well as tho best mothods of loedlng
und hiLndllng, Then ho also studlod
tho markets as to tlmo ,

and placo
whero ho could got the best money
for his colts.
But thls Is not what I moan to ad-

vlso the farmer to do. lt is indeed a
mlstnke for-every. farmer to try to be
a breeder of any pnrtlcular breed, of
horses, unless he is naturully l'ond of
that buslness and hns had a chance
to he woll Informed along that pnr¬
tlcular llno, too. Tho farmer, on tho
other hand, must brood tho horso whlch
.ho can uso aftor lt reachos Iho ugo of
threo yoars lf ho has not. sold tho
colts before thoy rohon tho sald ngo.
Then agaln a mlstake many of us

mnke ls keeplng too many horses.
kooplngi horses thnt wo unn nulthor
uso nor soll. Why is thls trtio? Why is
lt wo havo horses tliat wo can nolther
uso nor soll? lt.ls often because wo
havo them ln such poor flosb, or so
badly tralnod, that thoy aro of no sor-
vlco to us bocauso wo can n-ot use them
nnd for tho samo reason no ond olso
wants them, thus wo cannot soll. Tho
reason for thls ls that wo hnvo moro
oolts,. or horses, than wo can givo tho
propor nttontlon. Do not keop too
much stock ofc any klnd, lf you do you
wlll always have somo on hand that
are poorly kept. Keop only tho num¬
ber thut you can feed, and food well.
If you cannot keop but one horso fat,
then keop only ono, and keop hlm ln
the best of condition, and lf ho ls a
good horso wlth lt, lf yoti do not want
hlm, some one olso wlll buy hlm. Rut
people do not want tn buy ppnr horses,
and 'Jiuy are not going Lo buy them

elther. Have a good horse nnd keep
hlm ln the best condition. und you
will never have the trouble of looklnS
for u. buyer; ho will look tor you.
